'More water on moon’ 


A Kingston University space 
expert has announced there is 
more water than previously 
thought on the moon. 

Dr Chris Welch believes the 
discovery could have major 
implications for human space 
exploration. 

The findings were revealed 
by Nasa, after researchers 
examined data from three sep¬ 
arate moon missions. 

Dr Welch, astronautics and 
space systems expert at 
Kingston University’s faculty 
of engineering, believes the 
findings could change how 
astronauts work. 

He said: “Finding so much 
more water could make living 


on the moon much easier in the 
future.” 

Earlier estimates suggested 
there could be more than 300m 
tonnes of ice on the moon - and 
new results suggest even more. 

While the results are ground¬ 
breaking, Dr Welch does not 
believe the findings show there 
is, or has been, life on the 
moon. 

He said: “There needs to be 
more detailed science mis¬ 
sions, preferably with astro¬ 
nauts landing on the moon, to 
analyse the soil in space.”

Davian Adrian, 25, a for¬ 
mer worker at Marks and 
Spencer in Tolworth, was 
one of the dealers who 
stashed his drugs at the 
home of La-Keisha Jones on 
the Peabody estate in 
Wandsworth. 

He was sentenced to three 
years in prison after he 
pleaded guilty, on the open¬ 
ing day of his trial at 
Kingston Crown Court, to 
possessing cannabis with in¬ 
tent to supply and possessing 
criminal property. 

Police found 65g of cocaine 
and 2.5kg of cannabis be¬ 
longing to him, plus £5,220 
and another £1,260 on him. 

Jones, 23, of L-Block, St 
John’s Hill, Wandsworth, 
was found guilty of storing 
the drugs for Adrian and oth¬ 
ers. 

Sentencing the pair on 
Monday, Judge Huw Morgan 
said from the amount 


Adrian, of Buckmaster 
Road, Wandsworth, was mak¬ 
ing a day dealing drugs to 
local people - which he said 
was between £300 and £500 - 
he was in the “upper level” of 
street traders. 

He said: “You pleaded 
guilty on the first day of trial

The father of a woman who 
lives in a home for adults 
with learning difficulties is 
calling for a new generation 
of fundraisers. 

The Kingston Guardian is 
getting behind Surbiton char¬ 
ity Fircroft Trust’s Building 
Potential Appeal, which aims 
to raise £lm to turn the site of 
the White Hart in Hook into a 
21st century facility and pre¬ 
vent current residents from 
being split up. 

The appeal will see adults 
with conditions such as 
Down’s syndrome able to live 
in a modern home with lifts, 
the option of single rooms 
and space to move their 
wheelchairs around. 

Geoff Bradman, 80, a for¬ 
mer fleet sales manager, was 
one of the parents who pulled 
together and raised the 
£120,000 needed to buy Maple 
Lodge, in Southborough 
Road, Surbiton, in the 1980s. 

He said: “We have a respon¬ 
sibility for people who are not 
as fortunate as ourselves. 

“To make sure they are 
cared for, we need help. It was 
done before and now we need 
a new generation of people to 
help us do it again, as the au¬ 
thorities have no facilities to 
help these older people.” 


From the day his daughter 
Caroline was born in 1962 
with Down’s syndrome, he 
wanted her to live as full life 
as possible, despite the pre¬ 
vailing opinions of the day. 

He said: “At first I thought 
‘why us?’ 

“In those days handicapped 
children were put in a home 
and forgotten. By the time 
they were 20 they were dead. 

“People ignored them. They 
walked across the other side 
of the road.” 


Mr Bradman, who lives 
with his wife and elder 
daughter in Kingston, sent 
Caroline to an experimental 
project in Carshalton run by 
Professor Tizard who be¬ 
lieved such children, if they 
lived together in their early 
years and were cared for 
properly, could later lead a 
productive life.

The real-life inspiration behind 
the classic Beatles song Lucy in 
the Sky with Diamonds died last 
week, aged 46. 

Surbiton resident Lucy Vod¬ 
den, nee O’Donnell, spent most 
of her 40s battling lupus, a dis¬ 
ease which attacks the immune 
system, on top of psoriasis and 
arthritis. 

Speaking to the Kingston 
Guardianin 2007, she described 
how she came to inspire the song 
for one of the biggest-selling acts 
of all time. 

She said: “I am safe in the 
knowledge it was about me.” 

The story behind the song has 
always been well-known among 
Fab Four fanatics. 

It is believed John Lennon’s 
four-year-old son Julian present¬ 
ed his father with a painting at 
the schools gates. 

When asked what the painting 
showed, he said: “It’s Lucy, in the 
sky, with diamonds.” 

Mrs Vodden was a playmate of 
Julian’s at a Weybridge nursery 
in 1966 and the pair used to play 
together at Lennon’s nearby 
mansion. 

She said: “I remember running 
around Julian’s garden in St 
George’s Hill. 

“He had a swimming pool with 
beautiful tiles. I was always a bit 
scared of John as he was a big 
man with a loud voice.” 

At her wedding to Ross Vodden, 
her “childhood sweetheart”, a 
message of goodwill was faxed to 
her from Julian and Lennon. 

The former classmates re¬ 
sumed their friendship in recent 
months, when her illness began 
to take hold. 

Despite her sickness, and in¬ 
ability to have children, Lucy al¬ 
ways remained positive about 
her illness and praised the care 


she received in the lupus unit at 
St Thomas Hospital. 

Angie Davidson, campaign di¬ 
rector of the St Thomas Lupus 
Trust, described her as a “real 
fighter” and said: “It’s so sad 
that she has finally lost the battle 
she fought so bravely for so 
long.” 


The trust said that Lennon and 
his mother Cynthia were 
“shocked and saddened” by Mrs 
Vodden’s death.

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Trampoline injuries jump 


The number of children injur¬ 
ing themselves on trampolines 
is on the rise, because parents 
are ignoring manufacturer 
safety advice, according to doc¬ 
tors at Kingston Hospital. 

More than half of the 131 
children treated for trampo¬ 
line injuries by the hospital’s 
accident and emergency de¬ 
partment last summer were 
using them without nets or 
adult supervision - some re¬ 
sulting in “life-changing” in¬ 
juries. 

Incredibly, when doctors 
made follow up calls to the pa¬ 
tients they found 97 per cent of 
them had continued to use the 
same trampoline. 

Writing in the Emergency 
Medical Journal, the doctors 
stressed the need for parents to 
be more aware of the dangers. 

Lead researcher Dr Dan Har¬ 
ris said he was surprised by 


how significant some of the in¬ 
juries were. 

He said: “It’s difficult be¬ 
cause I can see lots of trampo¬ 
lines in gardens in the 
Kingston area and clearly only 
a small percentage of the chil¬ 
dren are getting injured, but 
some of those injuries are life¬ 
changing fractures which will 
cause continual joint prob¬ 
lems.” 

Dr John Heyworth, of the 
College of Emergency 
Medicine, said the number of 
trampolines in gardens 
seemed to have increased in re¬ 
cent years. 

He said: “Parents need to 
make sure the fun is harmless 
- it’s common sense - follow 
the recommended guidelines 
and children can still let off 
steam safely”

Fears cuts will mean 
fewer police officers 


Politicians are upping the pres¬ 
sure on the Metropolitan Police, 
after the Mayor of London said 
no frontline officers would be af¬ 
fected by £48m of cuts Met-wide. 

It has previously been reported 
that police were contemplating 
the reduction of safer neighbour¬ 
hood teams across the capital by 
100 officers in the next three 
years, after the information was 
wrongly included in Kingston po¬ 
lice minutes. 

Last week the deputy Met com¬ 
missioner for policing, Tim God¬ 
win, refused to rule out cutting 
police numbers and closing police 
stations as the budget became 
“more difficult”.

Surbiton, said: “Mayor Boris 
Johnson promised to tackle crime 
properly. Most people would have 
assumed that meant the Conser¬ 
vative Mayor would guarantee 
not to cut police.” 

He said it was hard to imagine 
the cuts could be done without 
losing frontline police. 

A spokesman for the Mayor’s of¬ 
fice said “civilisation” of some 
police posts would help save 
money but denied frontline posts 
would be affected. 

She said: “We are not looking at 
cutting frontline officers at all.” 

Kingston’s Tory leader Council¬ 
lor Howard Jones said: “It is con¬ 


cerning. I hope it is a case of he 
hasn’t done the budget yet.” 

Asked how he would feel if the 
number of neighbourhood police 
officers in Kingston was cut, he 
said: “I would be very unhappy.

Kingston has the equivalent of 
298 police officers, 62 police staff 
and 88 PCSOs, according to the 
Metropolitan Police Authority - 
the lowest staffing in London.

He said: “When asked why 
there was a duster on the 
butcher’s block, he denied it 


was a duster, saying it was a 
cloth for cleaning.” 

On February 16, an environ¬ 
mental health officer paid a 
routine visit and the cleanli¬ 
ness of the premises raised 
cause for concern. 

A visit on April 6 showed 
things were still unsatisfacto¬ 
ry, but Faiz told the court the 
mess was inevitable as it built 
up during the working day. 

Magistrate David Simms 
fined Faiz £500 for each of¬ 
fence, £304 to cover prosecu¬ 
tion costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

Back in the 1980s, John Biggs was 
a partner in a successful costume 
jewellery business. In 1989 the last 
big recession hit; and inevitably 
business suffered. In 1992 John 
resigned; taking his opportunity to 
reflect, re-evaluate and change. 
Heeding the advice of business 
management guru Tom Peters that 
the keys to success in the 20th cen¬ 
tury were to get online or get to 
China, John booked his plane tick¬ 
ets. 

Arriving in China with no pur¬ 
pose but to explore, think and look 
for opportunities; John met a local 
who invited him to speak at an 
English language class. He was 
amazed to see more than 250 people 
there, each paying a substantial 
two pounds to attend. He had 
already seen people practising 
their English at informal gather¬ 
ings - called ‘English Corners’ - 
and realised that the appetite to 
learn was vast, but resources were 
scarce and of poor quality. 


Later John took a countryside 
bike tour. His young, local guide 
explained that learning English 
was the dream of many Chinese 
people, and that just a little 
English had empowered her to 
establish a modest tour company 
and make a reasonable living. 

John saw an opportunity. 
Businesses were increasingly look¬ 
ing to contribute to their communi¬ 
ties beyond simply ‘donating’ and 
he realised that he could be the 
broker between good companies 
and good causes; enabling them to 
do ‘well’ and do ‘good’ at the same 
time. Here was an opportunity for 
John to use his business back¬ 
ground to help make the world a 
better place. 

John’s first project was ‘English 
Corner’, an English language mag¬ 
azine created with Cable & 

Wireless - distributed free each 
month to thousands of disadvan¬ 
taged people in China desperate to 
improve their English. 

John grew up with dyslexia, and 
as a result had developed a range 
of techniques for processing and 
organising information - a series 
of ‘Thinking Skills’ which he used 
daily. He brokered a partnership 
with Nokia to run a series of 
thinking skills workshops in 
Universities across China getting 
young people as excited about 
‘thinking’ as they were about 
English - Thinking Corner was 


born. In 2000 John brought 
Thinking Corner to the UK; setting 
up a team delivering the pro¬ 
gramme into schools. In 2004 he 
started talking to Honda (UK), a 
like-minded business with a firm 
commitment to education and 
developing young people. 

The latest chapter in the story 
began - the launch of ‘School of 
Dreams’ in 2006.

From writing two plays timed 
to run simultaneously, to 
another with 16 possible 
endings, Alan Ayckbourn has 
always loved throwing curve 
balls at actors and directors. 

The Rose Theatre is the 
latest venue to take up the 
Ayckbourn challenge with a 
revival of Bedroom Farce 
that opens at the Kingston 
venue today 

Bedroom Farce is a typical 
example of the playwright’s 
work. The set-up is confusing 
with a cast of four couples 
navigating a stage compris¬ 
ing only three bedrooms. 

And Ayckbourn sticks to 
familiar themes as he shines 
a light on the marriages of 
suburban middle Englanders 
through fast-paced comic 
shenanigans. 

Yet one of the stars of the 
show, Jane Asher, says that 
despite all of the elaborate 
set-ups and farcical goings on 
Ayckbourn’s plays are not to 
be taken lightly 

“Like all comedy you have 
to take it seriously - it sounds 
like a cliche but it is true,” 
she says. 

“I have done three other 
Ayckbourn plays that he has 
directed and he told me once 
about an interview he did 
when he was asked why he 
didn’t write any serious 
plays. 

“He told the interviewer 
that all of his plays are seri¬ 
ous and he meant it. If you 
get a few laughs along the 
way, great, but all of his plays 
are rooted in reality 

“I think Ayckbourn’s work 
is similar to Dickens in that 
the characters are 
caricatured but, beneath that, 
there is terrific insight into 
how we behave and the way 
we all are.” 

Ayckbourn has been a box 
office favourite for many 
years with his sharp but 
comic observations striking a 
chord with middle-class 


theatre-goers and Asher is 
hopeful Bedroom Farce will 
prove to be a hit. 

“It is dangerous to say it will 
do well at the box office but 
people love to have a good 
time and this is a wonderfully 
entertaining play on whatever 
level you take it on,” she adds. 

“It makes for a very jolly 
evening even while recognis¬ 
ing the terrible thing we do to 
each other in relationships.” 


The production is directed 
by the Rose’s director 
emeritus, Sir Peter Hall, and 
Asher says she is delighted to 
be making her Rose debut. 

“I have seen productions 
here and I love it,” she says. 

“I can’t wait to act on the 
stage. Kingston is terrific and 
I am really enjoying walking 
around the market square and 
eating lunch by the river.” 

The show is running in 


repertory with a revival of 
Strindberg’s Miss Julie as 
part of the Rose’s Behind 
Close Doors season but, as 
Asher is only appearing in 
Bedroom Farce, she says has 
had an easier run of 
rehearsals than some of her 
fellow company members. 

“It has been better for some 
of us, with half-day 
rehearsals,” she adds. 

“I have just finished a 


rehearsal and said goodbye to 
poor Rachel [Pickup] who has 
to practise being raped and 
pillaged in Miss Julie. 

“I have always loved rep and 
I think it is a great idea as 
audiences love seeing actors 
playing completely different 
roles.”

Avoiding student rent nightmares

For most students, going to univer¬ 
sity will be their first experience of 
living away from home. But moving 
away needn’t be daunting if you are 


■ Save up for your deposit and 
budget properly before moving in, 
taking into account your montly 
rent as well as any bills that might 
need to be paid. 

■ Remember your landlord has the 
right to drop in and inspect the 
property at any time so keep it 
clean and tidy. 

■ Draw up a cleaning rota and take 
it in turns with your housemates to 
tidy communal areas such as the 
kitchen and bathroom. 

■ Keep the property secure at all 
time, if you go out then close and 
lock all of the doors and windows.

As the new university term be¬ 
gins, the government-approved ten¬ 
ancy deposit protection scheme, 
mydeposits.co.uk offers advice to 
students renting a property for the 
first time. 

The most important thing is to 
draw up a budget for your outgoings 
before you move in, as landlords will 
require a deposit, which is typically 
a month’s rent paid in advance. 

It is also important to make sure 
your deposit is protected. By law 
your deposit has to be held in one of 
three authorised schemes, so it is 
worth checking with your landlord 
which scheme is looking after your 
money... and asking to see proof of 
it. 

Remember you have the right to 
enjoy your home without interfer¬ 
ence, but your landlord also has the 
right to inspect the property during 
your tenancy. 

Landlords will, however, need to 
give you 24 hours’ notice before they 
visit. Towards the end of your ten¬ 
ancy you must allow your landlord 


access to show prospective tenants 
around the property. 

It is important to look after the 
property, and to stick to the terms of 
the contract. If you are going to 
throw a party, clean up afterwards, 
as stained carpets and cigarette 
burns will be deducted from your 
deposit. 

The majority of disputes at the 
end of tenancies arise when land¬ 
lords withhold money for cleaning 
or damage. So if you want to get 
your deposit back, keep your house 
clean and try not to break anything. 
If you do, tell the landlord straight 
away. 

Make sure you keep your property 
secure at all times. Student houses 
offer rich picking for burglars be¬ 
cause although they may be 
strapped for cash, students have ex¬ 
pensive possessions such as laptops 
and iPods. 

When you go out, make sure all ex¬ 
ternal doors and windows are se¬ 
curely closed and locked. 

Don’t forgot to take out contents 
insurance, as this is your responsi¬ 


bility not your landlord’s. 

Eddie Hooker, chief executive of 
mydeposits.co.uk said: “Getting 
your first home is always exciting, 
but in that whirlwind of freshers 
week and adjusting to university 
life, students should think about the 
practicalities of living away from 
home. 

“These range from budgeting and 
cooking for yourself to helping 


maintain your shared house.” 

Jordan Collyer is renting in her 
second year. The 19-year-old said: 
“Knowing that rent has to be paid a 
month in advance means you have 
to be tactical with your money. 

“You have to be well organised and 
if you know you’re not going to have 
enough money to pay your rent, 
limit the amount of times you go out 
or get a part-time job.”
